BRITAIN REPORTED TO FAVOR

Washington (IP)—Britain is reported to be advising the United 


States to toss back into the United Nations Security Council the dis- 
pute with Egypt over future operation of the Suez Canal. 


Several Allied countries, including Britain, are said to feel that 


direct American negotiations are making no progress toward getting 
any major concessions in Egypt's new operating plan. 


U. S. Ambassador Raymond A. Hare met for an hour yesterday 


in Cairo with Egyptian Foreign Minister Mahmoud Fawzi in a re- 
sumption of the negotiations which had been reported deadlocked 


after four sessions last week.

For Royal Pair 


Paris, (IP)—Queen Elizabeth got 


the third day of her state visit 
to France off to an early start 
today despite a late night that saw 
Paris put on its biggest celebration 
since the liberation and V-E Day. 


Nor did last night's spectacular 


river bank pageantry, fireworks 
and parties all over town, in the 
visiting British monarch's honor 
keep the Parisians in bed this 
morning. The crowds again were 
out in i force when the smiling, ra- 
diant Queen and~"Prince Philip ar- 
rived 10 minutes ahead of schedule 
at the British Embassy for a tree 
planting ceremony. 


Last night's celebration, public 


highlight of the Queen's four-day 
visit, was one, of Paris' gayest 
nights. 


The evening-gowned Queen, Phil- 


ip and President Rene Coty made 
an 'hour-long fairy-tale ..voyage on 
the Seine seated in a bullet-proof 
glass observation lounge of the 
river boat Borde Freitgny. An es- 
timated half million Parisians lined 
the banks to applaud and cheer as 
the vessel circled the two islands 
which form the heart of the city. 
Five thousand searchlights along 
the river banks turned the pageant 
route into a brilliant path of color. 


Unfolded before the waterborne 


guests was a display of French life 
down through history.

IKE DISCUSSES 
MANY TOPICS 
WITH PRESS

Washington 
(IP) 
— President 


Eisenhower said today he ad- 
mires Great Britain's courage and 
nerve" in deciding to put its mili- 
tary program 
on a new look, 


streamlined basis. 


Eisenhower was asked at his 


news conference to comment on 
such British decisions as the con-, 
elusion that the home islands can- 
not be adequately d e f e n d e d 
against atomic attack. 


Asked about the impact of those 


decisions on other North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization countries, Ei- 
senhower replied there is no ques- 
tion that Britain's new program 
has disturbed some NATO nations. 


But he went on to say that 


Britain has had a hard time in 
recent years—has had an heroic 
row to hoe in trying to keep its 
economic nose above water. 


Responding to another question, 


Eisenhower said Britain's inten- 
tions to streamline its military 
forces were throughly discussed 
with him when he met with Prime 
Minister Macmillan in Bermuda 
last month. 


Eisenhower noted that Britain's 


decision to cut back its ground 
forces 
simply means in 
some 


cases that ceremonial regiments, 
such as the one in Bermuda, are 
being eliminated. 


The President also said it is an 


age-old truth that the security of 
any nation never should be meas- 
ured entirely in terms of troop 
strength. Such things as spiritual, 
intellectual and economic quali- 
ties' also must" be taken into ac- 
count. 


" Then he went on to say he ad- 
mires the courage and the nerve 
of the British government in de- 
ciding to take what he called a 
new "look at its military program. 
The President re'called that his 
own administration did that same 
thing back in. 1953. 


Eisenhower turned up at the 


news conference with the tip of his 
nose quite red and with a tiny 
scab.

Harribuig (Special)— Pennsvl\a- 


nia had its best forest-fire record 
in history in 1956, but the chair- 
man of the Pennsylvania Foiest 
Industries Committee today warn- 
ed that coming \\ eeks of spring 
weather might bring high hazard 
conditions to the woodlands. 


Jubilant over figures ju^t com- 


piled by the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Forests and Waters, Ed O. 
Ehrhart of Johnsonburg said the 
state had 560 fires which burned 
over 6,900 acres in 1956—the low- 


est burned-over area since oigan- 
ized fire control was started about 
the turn of the century.

The record represents a 55 per 


cent drop from the 1955 total of j 
1,261 fires which burned o\ei 33,-j 
783 acres. The 1956 mark is also 
approximately 50 per cent better, 
than Pennsylvania's average an- 
nual forest-fire

Ehrhart said that while wet • 


weather undoubtedly v, as a factor, 
increased awaieness of fire dan-

[•committee cooperates, for bunging 
about the public awareness.

If Mom Keeps Crying 'Wolf/ 
No Wonder He Won't Obey 


BY MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


ATARVIN'S mother came out of the market just as he was pocket- 


•*• ing a tangerine from the sidewalk fruit stand. She paused 


shifted her bag of groceries from one hip to the other and said, "Pul 
that back — or a policeman will get you." 
v 
He ignored her. Instead of returning the fruit, he darted down 


the street. At the corner he turned and unhurriedly proceeded to 
peel it. By the time his mother drew abreast of him, he had nearly 
aiiished eating it. Resignedly she said, ''O. K. You'll get it some day. 
you'll see." 


She was right. Some day, Marvin may indeed get it. 
But it won't be his fault. It will be the fault of bad training — 


discipline by threat of disaster. For years, he's been hounded by 
warnings like these: 


"Stop fooling with that gas jet — or you'll blow the house up. 
"Come out of that puddle or you'll catch your death of cold. 
"Slop leaning out that window or you'll break your neck." 


A N enterprising child, Marvin long since discovered that disobey- 


ing these demands did not result in the threatened explosion, 


pneumonia, broken bones. Gradually, he transferred trust of his 
mother's experience with reality to his own limited experience of it 
— and to act on his belief that he could get away with anything. 


This is a pity. Sooner or later a policeman does become the con- 


sequence of stealing other people's property. When the threat 
Marvin believes empty becomes real, his sense of angry betrayal 
can turn him into a delinquent child. 


As disasters are not always the consequence of children's mis- 


behavior. we are mistaken to suggest they are. All we gain by our 
unrealistic threats is their contempt for realistic danger. 


TJ7E invoke disasters to make them do as we wish because we have 


so little respect for what we wish. 


Had Marvin's mother respect for her own wishes, jshe'd never 


have mentioned a punishing policeman to him. Her own desire to 
see that tangerine replaced would have been more important than 
any policeman's desire to see it replaced. 


When we ourselves ieel no respect for our wishes, children lose 


It, too. It's only then that we have to delegate control of them to 
disasters — to punishing outside agencies like policemen, germs and 
broken bones.

Washington, (IP)—Builders and 


housing officials were cheered to- 
day by President Eisenhower's re- 
storation of 5 per cent down pay- 
ments on home purchases financed 
by government-insured mortgages. 


But they predicted 
stronger

housing slump of the past 18 
months. 


Eisenhower has ordered the Fed- 


eral 
Housing 
A d m i mstration 


(FHA) to cut the down payment 
from 7 to 5 per cent on the first 
$9,000 of the value of a new or 


old home bought with an FHA-in- 
sured mortgage, and from 27 to 
25 per cent on the balance up to 
$20,000. 


He also moved to relax a restric- 


tion on home mortgages by savings 
and loan associations. 


Meanwhile, support was building 


up in Congress for further easing 
of home buying credit. 


Shortly before the announce- 


ment, a House Banking Subcom- 
mittee approved an omnibua hous- 
ing bill which would ease home 
buying terms even more, and pro- 
vide an additional 2y2 billion dol- 


lars worth of potential new govern- 
ment assistance. 


FHA Cqmmissioner Norman P. 


Mason, recalling that the higher 
terms were imposed in July, 1955 
to "help curb an

trend," said in a statement: "The 
administration believes that trend 
has been halted and there is now 
a need to spur home construction."

Of Income Taxes 


District Director 
of Internal 


Revenue, John H. Bingler, today 
reminded taxpayers that 1957 Dec- 
larations of Estimated Income Tax 
liability are due on April 15. This 
also is the final date for filing 1956 
individual income tax returns. 


Mr. Bingler pointed out that you 


are liable for filing an estimated 
return under the following circum- 
stances: 


1.' If you did not receive more 


than 5100 income which was not 
subject to withholding, you need not 
file an estimated return unless your 
total income exceeds these amounts 
depending on your marital status:

Married (not entitled to 


file jointly)

Married (Entitled to file 


jointly) 
10000 


Surviving Spouse ......... 10000 
Head of Household 
10000 


2. If you had more than $100 


of taxable Income which was not 
.subject to withholding (dividends, 
interest, etc.) and your total in- 
come was more than $600 times 
the number of exemptions to which 
you are entitled, plus $400. 


The requirements apply to every 


citizen of the United States, wheth- 
er residing at home or abroad, and 
to every resident alien. Payment 
of at least one-fourth of the esti- 
mated tax is required to. be made 
by April 15. Subsequent payments 
are due June 15, September 15, and 
January 15, 1958. 


If anyone is -uncertain as to 


whether or not he should file a de- 
claration, he should call the local 
office of the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice and ask for "tax information."

oring, adaptation to hostile envir- 
onments, remarkable sight, mim- 
icry and protective armor Each is 
designed to protect the particular 
animal against his enemies. 


One of the best examples of pro- 


tective armor can be found right 


I here on the Allegheny National 


Forest in the common porcupine. 
His aiTnor is nothing more than a 
special development of the fur into 
sharp pointed, rigid 
quills or 


spines Viewed from a distance the 
entire body of a porcupine appears 
to be covered with coarse fur be- 
cause the quills lie flat When dan- 
ger threatens he raises his quills 
by special muscles on the under- 
side of the skin. When these quills 
are at "battle stations" they stick 
out in 'every direction 
His most 


formidable 
defense is his tail 


which he can whip around when 
attacked and cover a dog's muzzle 
with a grey beard consisting of 
hundreds of barb-tipped quills. The 


quills are so lightly attached to the 
porcupine's body that once the tips 
enter the skin of an attacking ani- 
mal they remain there If not re- 
moved promptly they work deeper 
into the flesh by muscular action. 
Death may result if they penetrate 
a vital spot. It is this delayed ac- 


I tion of a porcupine's defense that 
| has caused so much trouble- for 
dogs foolish enough to attack it. 


Porcupines eat juicy 
ground 


vegetation mostly during the sum- 
mer months and it is then that 
dogs meet up with them on the 
ground. In the fall and winter they 
eat mostly the bark of trees. They 
are particularly found of hemlork

timber and to the muzzles of dogs, 
but also involves property damage
